Elba. Once the dental clinic is established, 
it will perpetuate itself except for minor ex- 
penses for supplies, Federal money takes 
care of the major costs. There will not be 2 
drive year after year for dollars to keép it 
going. 

While it will probably be next school 
year before the clinic gets into full scale 
operations, plans call for children from the 
rural schools to receive benefit of the ser- 
vice. This includes an examination for as 
many children as possible and as much free 
dental work as can be crowded in for child- 
ren in families without money to pay for 
dental care. 

In speaking of the clinic, a local busi- 
man stated he wished it had been started a 
year ago. Through an oversight one of his 
children, not even in the teens, neglected 
going to a dentist for a checkup for 18 
months. As a result, the youngster lost two 
permanent teeth. An examination at a 
school dental clinic would have warned the 
parent trouble was ahead and prevented the 
youngster from losing the teeth. 

We hope the Jaycses, Legion, Lions 
Club and fund at Dorsey Trailers can raise 
at least $400 between them. If they can, 2 
dental clinic can possibly be started with a 
minimum of equipment. It will be very much 
worthwhile for the estimated 90 percent of 
children in the county who need dental 
care—he it need caused by lack of money, 


oversight or neglect. 


“On presently producing farm lands 
We are growing so much food and fiber that 
we cannot find adequate space to store it. 
Despit plans for reducing this output, we 
are faced again this year with enormous 
surpluses, in some products record yields. 

“Each year new methods are reported 
for increasing per acre yields. 

“Yet the Bureau of Reclamation would 
have Congress appropriate billions of dol- 
lars for such unnecessary and wasteful pro- 
jects as that pioposed in the Upper Colo- 
vado Basin. The project alone would saddle 
a new $4 billion tax loss on the nation’s 
taxpayers. The four states benefiting would 
pay less than two percent of the cost. Tax- 
payers of the other 44 states would have to 
pay the balance. 

The cost of bringing the millions of 
acres of good farm land now idle into ful! 
production would run from only $15 to $150 
an acre, Hosmer said. 

“Compare that with the $5,000 an acre 
cost of building the Upper Colorado :Pro- 
ject,” he added, ‘and you see how incon- 
ceivable the Reclamation Bureau’s scheme 
is. Brining into production good lands now 
idle in the East, Midwest and South would 
cost the taxpayers nothing. In the Upper 
Colorado Project the taxpayers would have 
to pay not only the excessive cost of build- 
ing the irrigation projects, the roads, 
schools and other necessary community 
projects, but then the taxpayers would have 
to subsidize the crops that would be grown, 
such as dairy products, grains and wool. 
The whole thing is nothing short of econo- 


mic idiocy.”
